Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 39, 42-58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hunsley U.S. Patent 6,748,896 in view of Hassinger U.S. Patent 5,010,667. 

Hunsley disclosed an apparatus (10) comprising at least one streamer (26) that 
can be rolled due to its flexibility; a loose end each streamer coupled to a first end of a 
launch strip (28); a second end of the launch strip coupled to a right or flexible band 
(24); a side wrapper (36) as part of the launch strip wherein the ends of the wrapper 
forms tabs or wings (40) as shown in Fig. 5; the wrapper is composed of various flexible 
material such as fabric or any equivalent material; a reinforcing element (41 ) for the 
launch strip in a form of stitch line or any other suitable means (col. 5, lines 1 -1 5); Fig. 1 
shows at least 6 streamers in a row. It is noted that Hunsley failed to teach the use of a 
means for keeping the apparatus roller prior to use. However, such feature is very well 
know in the art as evidenced by Hassinger using a rubber band or the like for keeping a 
sheet of material in a rolled form prior to use (col. 1 , lines 1 9-27). Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the streamers of Hunsley 
with the rubber bands as taught by Hassinger to achieve the predictable result of saving 
storage space for the streamers. 
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Regarding claims 50-58, it would have been a matter of design choice to provide 
any number of steamers with any desired dimensions to accommodate any particular 
environment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 40 and 41 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 39-58 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
